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DETAILED ACTION 
Election 

Applicant's election of Group I, species f, which include claims 1,7-10,13- 
18,22,23 and 25 in the reply filed on 10/12/2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the length exceeds 150 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Examiner's Note 

Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers or figures in the 
references as applied to the claims below for the convenience of the applicant. 
Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art and are 
applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures 
may apply as well. It is respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the 
responses, to fully consider the references in entirety as potentially teaching all or part 
of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art 
or disclosed by the examiner. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,7-10,13-18,22,23 and 25 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Peinado et al. (6,775,655). 

In regards to claims 1,7-10,13-18,22,23 and 25, Peinado discloses all the 
features of the instant claims. For instance, Peinado teaches a method for digital rights 
management, where the architecture and method enforce rights in protected (secure) 
digital content available on a medium such as the Internet, an optical disk, etc. For 
purposes of making content available, the architecture includes a content server from 
which the digital content is accessible over the Internet or the like in an encrypted form. 
The content server may also supply the encrypted digital content for recording on an 
optical disk or the like, wherein the encrypted digital content may be distributed on the 
optical disk itself. At the content server, the digital content is encrypted using an 
encryption key, and public/private key techniques are employed to bind the digital 
content with a digital license at the user's computing device or client machine. When a 
user attempts to render the digital content on a computing device, the rendering 
application invokes a Digital Rights Management (DRM) system on such user's 
computing device. If the user is attempting to render the digital content for the first time, 
the DRM system either directs the user to a license server to obtain a license to render 
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such digital content in the manner sought, or transparently obtains such license from 
such license server without any action necessary on the part of the user. The license 
includes: a decryption key (KD) that decrypts the encrypted digital content; a description 
of the rights (play, copy, etc.) conferred by the license and related conditions (begin 
date, expiration date, number of plays, etc.), where such description is in a digitally 
readable form; and a digital signature that ensures the integrity of the license (see 
summary). 

Peinado also teaches accessing a website to browse for content (col 13, lines 
45-60), accessing decryption keys (see at least col 3, lines 5-25) and allowing use of the 
content for a predetermined time (col 17, lines 45-60).
